- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Comments : 

In the claimed invention of the present application, it is the print control means of the 
host machine that selectively issues an execution order for a recovery treatment. 

In Hori, as shown in Fig. 4, the host computer merely outputs second period (i.e., present 
time minus the latest printing time) to the ink-jet printer. In Hori, as shown in Fig. 7, it is the ink- 
jet printer that issues an execution order for a recovery treatment based on the second period 
received from the host computer (see steps S120 and S121). 
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
